FAMILY SYSTEM HINDERS 
BIRTH-CONTROL. 


Mrs. Sanger’s Lecture Before 
National University. 

A Peking report says :— . 

Mrs. Sanger lectured before the 
majority of the s adent» of the 
Government Uuiversity about the 
benefits of birth control in this 
country and it wes listened to 
with ‘great interest. Bot owing 
to the difficulty of translating her 
real meanings into the Chinese 
language, there was a certain 
amount of criticiam about the 
wisdom of adopting the birth 
control theory in China. 

In commenting upon the 
lecture of Mrs. Sanger, the 
Chinese editors suggest that the 
real question is not birth control 
but the effective control of early 
marriage, because’in the North 
China provinces, girls and boys 
ate married below fourteen years 
of age, while occasionally the age 
of the wife is generally from five 
to tem years older than her 
husband, simply because the 
family needs the domestic ser- 
vices of the wives. Io view of 
the family rid social system of 
the Chinese  eople, itis exceed- 
ingly doubtrol whether the 
lectures of the American birth 
control advocate will tend to in- 
troduce reforms or improvements 
into this country. ,

“A man does not always know 
when he is boring his sudience. 
A woman does. She is more 
sensitive. 

“A woman always knows when 
to sit down. On a p’atform of 
men and women speakers, the 

‘women will always keep to their 
a'lotted time.’ ” 

“The infuencs of public life will 
not make women more talkative. 
They are candid ia speech. They 
are not steeped in the traditions 
of politics. . 

“Do women chatter small.talk? 
Well, it is plain that if a woman 
bas never bean outside ber home 
in her life her subje-ts of talk are 
limited. But would men’ goon 
talking to women if thes could 
get nothing but. small-talk io 
return? Men are not so polite 
es all that.

But the ides, if 
ever serionsly enterjained, has 
been apparently abandoned by 
the Union leaders, That is so 
much to the good. One thing, 
however, is certain, and that is 


that the Union officials did de-; 


Ganitely and emphatically assert 
that such a strike had brea decid- 
ed upon, They cid not mérely 
hint ‘st the ‘possibility—they 
openly declared that this was the 
decision of the meeting held in 
Canton. We are now inclined 
to believe that there was some 
lying doae on this poiot.

Mr. Lang stated 
that many lauoch owners know 
for a.fact that their craws, par- 
fectly content with their wages,did 
not knaw why they were striking, 
which suggests tost the Guild 
officials have kep: the men in the 
dark. The Chamber is therefore 
adopting the best course possible 
at present of seeking to crganise 
a gathering, in conjunction 
with the.

Moreover, the supply of home 
saltpetre will cease from June to 
september. . Sach being the case 
ac upward tendency will develop 
unless there arise some unexpect- 
ed factore to disturb it.
